CHAPTER. 1. 

— - 

Boundary. 

The State of Palanpur is bounded on the North by the 
States of Marwar and Sirohi; on the East by Sirohi, Danta 
and Mahi Kantha; on the South by the Districts of Patan and 
Rheralu of the Baroda State; and on the West by the Tharad 
State and the Deodar and Rankrej Thanas of the Banas 
kantha Agency. 

Area and Population. 

2. The State embraces an area of 1,768. 89 square 
miles with a population of 2,64,179 souls according to the 
census of 1931, showing an increase of 20,267 souls over 
the population of 1921. There are 522 villages in the State. 
Palanpur pays Baroda tribute of Rs. 38, 460 ( British Currency ) 
per year. 



Revenue. 


3. The net revenue of the State calculated on the average 
of the last five years amounted to 10,80,936. 

Capital. 

4. The capital of Palanpur is situated on the B. B. & 
C. 1. Railway and has a population of 20,347 souls according 
to the last census of which 11,329 are Hindus; 6,472 
Mahomedans; 2, 513 Jains; while 33 are of other castes. 

Political. 

5. The Political relations of the State with the Paramount 
Power have been most cordial and show complete 
identity of interest. 

6. Relations with the neighbouring States of .Baroda 
Jodhpur, Sirohi and other States have been maintained as ever. 

The Ruler and the Ruling Family. * 

7. Major His Highness Zubd-tul-Mulk Dewan Mahakhan 
Nawab Shri Taley Muhommed Rhan Bahadur, G. C. I. E., 
R. C. V. 0., Nawab Saheb of Palanpur rules the State and enjoys 
a salute of 13 guns. 

8. His Highness is a Yusufzai Lohani Pathan of Afghan 
origin and is 50 years old. The old family title of the Ruler 
of the State is ‘ Mahakhan. ’ His Highness has a son 
Nawabzada Iqbal Muhommed Rhan Bahadur, the Heir-apparent, 
who is 16 years old and a daughter. 
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Chief Events. 

9. ' The birth-day of His Imperial Majesty the King- 
Emperor was celebrated on the 3rd June, 1931 and 1932. A salute 
of 31 guns was fired at sunrise and the days were observed 
as public holidays throughout the State. 

10. On the Armistice days, there was arranged, as usual, 
a complete suspension of all business for 2 minutes, commen- 
cing from 11 A. M. at gun fire, on the 11th November, 
193? and 193/. 

11. In memory of the -Coronation Darbar,the 1 2th Decem- 
ber, 1930 and 1931 were observed as public holidays, as usual. 

12. The anniversaries of His Highness’ 49th and 50th 
birth-days were celebrated, on the 21st February, 1931, and 
the 10th February, 1932 respectively, with the usual rejoicings. 

13. His Highness the Nawab Saheb was pleased to lay 
the foundation stone of “ Sir Charles Watson Anglo Verna- 
cular School, Deesa,” on .the 14th February, 1931. 

14. Two villages called “ Hazurpura ” and “ Iqbalpura ” 
were populated in the Wadgam Taluka. 

15. The State is deeply grateful to the Government- of 
India for their so generously acceding to the request of the 
State to sell to it their financial interest in the' Palanpur- 
Deesa Railway. The Secretary of State for India has been 
pleased to sanction this proposal which was communicated to 
the State on the 4th September, 1931. 



16. His Excellency the Right Hon’ble the Earl of Willingdon, 
P.C., G. C. S. I., G. C. M. G., G. C. I. E., G. B. E., 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, invited His Highness 
to proceed to Geneva a second time as a member of the 
Indian Delegation to the Assembly of the League of Nations. 
His Highness felt much flattered and highly appreciated 
this mark of His Excellency’s appreciation of his past services 
in this direction, but on account of certain unavoidable 
circumstances had to decline the invitation. 

17. On the .1 1th March, 1931, His Highness distributed, 
in the Emperor George V Club, prizes to the winners of the 
Tennis and Bridge Tournaments and gave a farewel party to 
Major Wightwick,the then Political Agent, Banas Rantha Agency. 

18. His Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased to 
sanction the promulgation of “ The Majority act ” for 
this State. 

19. His Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased 
to sanction the revised “ Law relating to Opium, Opiated 
and Other Intoxicating Drugs for the Palanpur State. ” 

20. His Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased 
to sanction “ The Public Conveyance Rules for Palanpur.” 

21. His Highness the Nawab Saheb Bahadur has been, pleased 
to sanction the application of the Indian Contract Act 
No. 9 of 1927 to this State with certain additions .and 
alterations with effect from the 1st January, 1.933. 
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22. The State has entered into a reciprocal arrangement 
with the Government of India for the arrest, in hot pursuit, 
of offenders in British India by the Police of this State and 
in the territories of this State by the British Police. 

23. With a view to suppress the traffic in women and 
children, His Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased to 
sanction, with effect from the 20th April, 1932, necessary 
additions and alterations in the Penal Code of this State. 

24. The work .of the new “ Gangasagar ” is progressing 
most satisfactorily and will very soon be completed. His 
Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased to name the canal 
‘ Fateh Naher ’ which will take its course from the tank and 
command the land to be irrigated by it from Gangasagar. 
The name has been given to commemorate the reign of His 
late Highness Zubd-tul-Mulk Dewan Mahakhan Shri Fateh 
Khan Bahadur, the 26th Ruler :of the Palanpur House. 

25. His Highness the Nawab Saheb has been pleased to 
sanction the issue of necessary orders for the periodical 
inspection of boundary marks etc., by the Tehsildars of this State. 

26. His Imperial Majesty the Ring-Emperor was graciously 
pleased to confer upon His Highness the Nawab Saheb the 
title of “ g. c. i. e.,” on the 1st January, 1932. 

27. The Heir-apparent Nawabzada Shri Iqbal Muhommed 
Khan Bahadur shot, on the 17th March, 1932, his first panther 
from Bhutedi. 
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28. On the 4th February, 1932, a gang of about fifteen 
notorious dacoits, mounted on 14 camels, some of them arm- 
ed with modern weapons, committed dacoities in villages 
Malana and Bhutedi of this State. No sooner was this information 
received in Palanpur, His Highness immediately despatched a 
party of His Highness’ Body-Guard in charge of Jamadar 
Laxmansingh, in a motor lorry, to round up the said gang. 
The party succeeded to overtake the gang in question the 
same evening within the limits of Bhutedi and Dangia. 
A very desperate and thrilling encounter ensued between the 
dacoits and the party of His Highness’ Body-Guard, with the result 
that three of the dacoits were killed, while two were Captured 
wounded with three Breech loading Modern Rifles. 
Four camels were killed while two were captured 
wounded. The rest of the dacoits taking advantage of the 
night escaped with other camels. One of the Body-Guard 
Sowars was slightly injured in one of his arms. As a reward 
of their meritorious services and the undaunted 'courage 
displayed by the members of the party of the Body-Guard, His 

Highness the Nawab Saheb was pleased to distribute a reward 
of Rs. 3,175/-besides promotions and lifelong pensions to the 
members of the party. 

His Highness’ Tour. 

29. His Highness went to Bombay on the 26th November, 

1930, to say good-bye to His Excellency Field Marshal Sir 
William Birdwood, Bart., ci.c.b., O.c.m.0., k c.i.e., c.i.e., d.s.c., 
Commander-in-Chief of India. 

30. His Highness in company with the Nawabzada Saheb 
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went to Mumanwas on the 19th December, 1930, to 
investigate a suitable site for an irrigation dam. 

31. His Highness again went to Bombay on the 4th 
February, 1931, to receive His Highness the Maharajah Saheb 
of Bikaner on his return from the Round Table Conference. 

32. On the 24th February, 1931, His Highness proceeded 
on tour in the villages of the State and visited the villages 
of Vesa, Jidasan, Navisana etc. 

33. His Highness accompanied by the Nawabzada Saheb 

went to Delhi on the 12th March, 1931, to partake in the 
proceedings of the Chamber of Princes. 

34. His Highness and the Nawabzada Saheb left Delhi on 
the 21st March, 1931, for Jammu to congratulate Shri Maharaj 
Mata Saheba on the birth, in France, of Maharaj Kumar 
Saheb-Heir to His Highness the Maharajah Saheb of Kashmir. 
On their return they stopped at Ajmer from the 23rd to the 

26th March, 1931, and Her Highness the Begum Saheba joined 
them there. 

35. His Highness and the Nawabzada Saheb proceeded in 

the district on the 7th April, 1931, and visited the 
villages of Sherpura, Mepda, Nagana etc. 

36. On the 29th April, 1931, His Highness left Palanpur 

for Bombay to receive His Highness the Maharajah Saheb 

and Her Highness the Maharani Saheba of Kashmir on their 

return from Europe and to personally congratulate them on 
the birth of a son and Heir. 
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37. The Nawabzada Saheb went toMount Abu' on the 25th 
May, 1931. 

38. His Highness went to Mount Abu on the 30th May, 
1931. 

39. As Their Highnesses the Maharajah Saheb of Bikaner 
and the Nawab Saheb of Bhopal were going to England to 
partake in the Federal Structure Committee, His Highness was 
invited to Bombay to discuss the question. His Highness 
accordingly left for Bombay on the 29th June, 1931. 

40. His Highness left Palanpur on the 1 1th August, 1931, 

for Bombay to see off His Highness the Maharajah Saheb of 
Bikaner, who was leaving for the Round Table Conference 
and from there went to Poona at the invitation of His 
Excellency Sir Ernest Hotson, the then Acting Governor oT; 
Bombay and stayed with him at Ganesh Rhind. fV

42. His Highness went to Deesa on the 17th January, 1932. 

43. His Highness went to Bikaner on ; the ,I6th February, 

1932, on a condolence visit on the . sad demise of Junior 
Maharaj Kumar Shri Bijay Singhji Saheb of Bikaner. 

44. His Highness the Nawab Saheb and the Heir-apparent 
Nawabzada Shri Iqbal Muhommed Khan Bahadur were invited 
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by His Excellency the Viceroy to stay at the Viceroy’s House. 
They went and stayed there from 29th February to 1st March, 
1932. On the 1st March 1932 His Highness was invested with 
the Insignia of the Grand Commander of the Indian Empire by 
His Excellency the Viceroy at a very interesting and well 
attended investiture ceremony, at the Viceroy’s House. 

45. His Highness went to Mount Abu on the 26th May, 
*1932, and returned to Palanpur on the 9th July, 1932. 

46. The Nawabzada Saheb and party went to Dasada on the 
25th October, 1932, to attend the marriage celebrations there. 

47. His Highness in company, with the Nawabzada Saheb 
went to Bombay on the 30th October, J932. .

CHAPTER II. 


Land Administration. 

66. The charge of the Revenue Department for the period 
under report was held by Revenue Minister Mr. Rhodabhai 
Somabhai Desai, B. A. 

Land Revenue, 

67. The land revenue of the State was Rs. 4,64, 471 and 
Rs. 4, 64, 526 during the years 1930-31 and 1931-32 
respectively. 

<)8. Land is held by Rajput and Roli Thakardas, Bhayats, 
Patawats, Inamdars, Dharmada holders and by cultivators as 
tenants-at-will. 

69. The system of assessment in practice is chiefly cash 
assessment. For revenue purposes the State is divided into 
7 Mahals with a separate Tehsildar in each of them. 

70. A new village called “ Hazurpura ” was populated in 
the Wadgam Taluka of this Stafe during the year 1930-31, 
while another village called “ Iqbalpura ” was populated in 
that Taluka during the year 1931—32 which make the total 
number of villages in the State 522. 
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Rainfall. 

71. The rain-fall at Palanpur during the years 1930-31 
and 1931-32 was 33 inches 38 cents and 24 inches 36 cents 
respectively. The minimum rain-fall required for agricultural 
purposes is 25 inches. Caterpillars damaged the pulse crops in 
July 1931, which had to be resown. The latter rains in October 
1931 improved the monsoon crops. Crops were, however, 
damaged by locusts during the year 1930-31 while the 
monsoon crops suffered on account of want of • latter rains 
during the year 1931-32. 

Cattle. 

72. There was no epidemic among cattle during the period 
under report. 

Agriculture.

37. Cotton cultivation fell from 1, 342 acres to 945 acres 
during the year 1930-31, while it rose to l,273acres during the 
year 1931-32. f 

Wells.

74. 90 new wells were sunk during the-. -year 1930-31, 

while 48 were sunk during, the. year 1931-32 making , the total 
number of wells in the State 5, 803. 

75. As has been observed in the - previous • year’s 1 report^ 
His Highness the Nawab ’Saheb . has been,. ,. pleased 
to sanction a scheme by* which an amount, of,- Rs. 20,000/-^. is 
annually lent to cultivators for; sinking new wells, at a. -very 
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low interest viz., half an anna per rupee i. e. about 3§ p. c. 
Only simple interest is to be charged, while the amount is to 
be recovered within ten years by annual instalments which 
are to be fixed after duly considering the condition of the 
cultivators , concerned. As the amount of Rs. 5,145/- was lent 
during the year 1929-30, the balance of Rs. 16, 201/-, was 
lent to the cultivators during the year 1930-31. An amount 

of Rs. 6,360/- was invested. during, the year 1931-32 making 
the total amount of investment Rs. ' 27,706/-. 

Survey. 

76. Survey was carried out in village Amirpura of the 
Wadgam Taluka during the year 1930-31. In 1931-32 survey 
was .carried., out in fl the villages; of Huzijrpura and Iqbalpura 

of .the Wadgam Taluka, while that; in, village Gadh Madana 
could not be completed during th e-year, 

77. The Survey Department has prepared during the year 

1931-32 plots of land in the Jethi Vid adjoining the “ Fateh 
Naher ” for being irrigated from “ Gangasager ”, 

Remission., 

78. His ,, Highness the , .Nawab Saheb was graciously 
pleased to grant during. .{he years 1930-31 and 1931-32, as : a 
matter of special favour, remission of Vighoti to the extent 
of Rs. 55,446/- to the cultivators of all the Mahals of the 
State on account of damage to the crops by locusts and 

scanty rain-fall, which comes to about 6*4 percent of the total 
land revenue demand for the year.

83. Thakarda Pratap Vaghji of village Ravalavas-Dantiwada 
under the Panthawada Taluka who had harassed some villagers, 
was taken under police custody. He, however, escaped from 
police custody and took to out-lawry during the year 1930-31. 
He formed a gang of robbers of neighbouring territories and 
commenced committing offences in the villages surrounding

Dantiwada. It is satisfactory to note that the Officers and 
men who were engaged in the rounding up of the gang 
showed courage, tact, and capacity for organisation with the 
result that within two months Pratap and his gang could be 
rounded up and sent to prison. His Highness the Nawab 
Saheb Bahadur was pleased to handsomely reward Police 
Superintendent Mr. A. G. Sheikh, some officials, Jagirdars 
and some constables of the State Police as well as the 
paggis concerned for their good work.
